CONDITIONS IN THE GAZA AREA | 


“Gross Distortion” 
Alleged | 


To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Under the heading, ~ Chaotic - 
Position in Gaza Area” your Middie 


East correspondent, in the issue of June 


16, quotes, without comment, a report 
from the Egyptian occupation authorities. 
telling a story of poverty, lawlessness, and 
immorality. It seems astonishing that the 
Egyptian authorities should have so poor 
an opinion of their own administration as 
to publish such a report and to attribute 
the alleged disorders to the attitude of 
their own ‘army officers ai 
Luckily, however, the picture is a gross 


distortion of the true facts. 


I was in Gaza myself for seven months 
up to March last, working with the 
American Quakers, and was in charge 
of a refugee camp of over 14,000 for 


most of that time, so I have first-hand. 


knowledge of the situation. The leaders 


of the Quaker unit maintained close 
liaison. with the Egyptian Military © 
Government. 

It. is true that there ts extreme 


y the refugees, and vir- 
tually no employment. The rations are 
certainly. meagre, just over 1,600 calories 
a day, but a nutrition expert who was 
there in March reported very. few signs 
of serious malnutrition. . 
As. to the attitude of the Egyptian

The living conditions of the refu- 
gees are undoubtedly deplorable, but a 
great drive has been made to improve 
them and to issue new tents, and every 
camp has a clinic with a doctor and 
nurse. also a maternity and infant wel- 
fare centre, and sanitation staff.

MR. SIMON ROWSON ©

CABINET CRISIS AVERTED 
Rabbi Maimon Changes His Mind —

JERUSALEM 
What might have developed into 
minor Government. crisis was averted on 
Wednesday. when Rabbi J. Maimon. the 
israel Minister of Religions. attended the 


weekly Cabinet meeting despite threat, 


made at the last meeting. to resign. His 
threat. however, had not been taken 
since in the past ‘wo years 
he has resigned or threatened to resign 
on more than a dozen occasions.
